Strike Breakers Taken From Gars 

and Beaten by Infuriated 
Masses— Call forTroc^ 
Refused. 



Following the attempt of the Ken- 
tucky Tractional a Terminal Company 
to operate the street cars in Lexington 
Monday morning with strike-breakers 
imported from New York, rioting 
broke out in the down-town districts 
shortly before 8 o'clock, when some 
striking carmen and linemen, together 
w^ith strike sympathizers, composing 
a resistless mob of more than five hun- 
dred persons, attacked the cars as fast 
as they came down town, smashing 
windows, cutting trolly wires, seizing 
the strike-breakers in charge of the 
cars, in some cases beating them up 
and driving them hatless, ooAtless 
and bleeding into the streets. 

One car was aecidently set on fire 
in finont of the traction ofBces by the 
crossing of wirei^ and the car would 
have burned to ashes if the fire depart- 
ment had not promply arrived and 
extinguished the flame. 

Two other cars were practically 
wrecked near the corner of Main and 
Limestone streets, windows being bro- 
ken, trolleys cut and other damage 
done by the rioters in taking the 
strike-brealcers olf or in stcming the 
cars. 

Up to 8 o'clock fully ten men had 
been injured, among them several 
strike-breakers and A. P. Gooding, a 
pro^mment tobacco man who was sworn 
in Saturday as a deputy sl^eriff. Good- 
ing was Imoelced in the liead and se- 
verely injured. 

One policeman, and two deputy 
sheriffs were placed on every car, but 
they were powerless to cope with the

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NO INTERURBAN SERVICE HERE 

Since the strike was declared on Fri- 
day at midnight not a single car has 
been run into this city, the carmen 
operating the cars on all the traction 
lines out of Le.xington having gone 
out through sympathy with tSe street 
car men in Lexington. 

The interurban car arriving in this 
city Friday at midnight was taken 
back to Lexington Saturday morning 
by thee rew which run it to this city, 
lOne freight car was run to Paris Sat 
urday morning this Deing necessary to 
deliver a large amount of perishable 
goods that had been delivered to the 
freight office of the Tractional & 
Terminal Co. Friday afternoon. Since 
that time no freight has been received 
over the interurban line, local men 
being compelled to use ^the L. & N. 
freight in order to get such articles 
as are purchased from Lexington 
wholesalers. 

The city car seryice has been sus- 
pended, the operator of the city car, 
Mr. John Duval, going out with the 
striking carmen. Mr. Buval was in 
Lexington yesterday and returning last 
night reported the entir city service 
tied up as a result of the riot which 
occured yesterday morning and which 
was followed by the decision, of the 
heads of the street car company not to 
attempt to operate the city cars. 

Cirsuit Judge Kerr on yesterday 
called a special grand Jury to be em- 
paneled this morning and begin an in- 
vestigation of the strike. 

One dosen arrests followed the ri- 
ots, but none of those ^alleged to 
have been implicated in the outbreak 
were striking carmen.

NEED THE STATE S AID? 



The Good Roads Committe of the 
liouisville Comerleal Ctvb is nooding 
\he newspaper officos wtthibiteular let- 
ters and newspaper stories adToeating 

Siait- Aid in Good Road movement 
'I'he course pursued by the committee 
is in a measure commendable but there 
is no necessity for it in the case of 
Bourben county. 

Why should Bourbon county ap- 
prove of the efforts of those intertst- 
ed in the movement lor better roads 
when each year there is paid into the 
road fund of the comity a sum in ex- 
cess of $40,000? Are not the tax-pay- 
era o( Boorbod -paying enough for its 
niads wtthont bslplng pauper counties 
'^rlnse resources are not great. This 
'would neoessarily be the result if the 
aid of the State was enlisted in the 
movement for good roads. 

Bourbon county could not i^HHrove of 
any measure that might lead to this. 
The tax-payers are paying into the 
county treasury enough for a road 
fund to insure the best highways of 
any county in the State of Kentucky, 
with conservative distribution of the 
conuty road fund no doul)t it can be 
proven that each road if Bourbon 
eonnty could be placed in an excellent 
qOBdItion, whereas, at present a large 
portent of the. mileage -of turnpikes of 
Qie eonnty are in a deplorable state. 

Ttefe is a better remedy than lend- 
ing asslstanee to secure aid from the 
State for Good Roads, that is, it ap- 
peaiv to US as eftisens and tax-payers 
"Of Bofrbon. Btoet a County Judge 
who wfU see that the roads of Bour- 
bon are well-kept; elect a County 
Judge who will devote his tinle in the 
discharge of his duties in this depart- 
ment. Bourbon county needs no aid 
from the State to improve its roads; 
it needs en official who will see to it 
that the road fund of thee ounty is 
spent to do the most good for the 
greatest number of people, who for 
the past eight years have had their 
rights abused by an olficial sworn to 
.^nard the interests of the tax-payers 
who has been ' weighed in tbe bUl- 
and found wanting."

doubt It may be also added that last 
year Mr. Parish, who occupied the

For the benefit of persons who were 
absent from the city^dvring the regis- 
tration period last year, those prevent- 
ed from registration by sickness, or by 
death in their immediate families; 
those who moved into the city after 
the latest date for r^;istratiott a^ the 
last regular election and are q^allfled 
voters ; those who have become of age 
since the last election and are qualified 
voters, and those who have meed 
oaifroni one precinct into another since 
the last election,^ a special registration 
will be held in the ofhce of County 
Clerk Pearce Paton next Saturday. 

According to an abstract of the new 
primary law, "tho County Clerk shall 
require written oath as to the cause or 
failure to register at the last registra- 
tion, and also require the aihdavit of a 
physician if illness is given as the 
cause. The affidavits shaU be kept in 
a bound bpok for that purpose. 

"The right of any person to register 
specially may be challenged by any 
voter present; and the County Clerk 
shall examine such person and any 
witnesses who may be offered, under 
oath, and shall determine the right of 
aoUl person to register. 

'•The County Clerk shall write the 
nn-.'.e cT the person 'specially regis- 
tered on the last page of names begin- 
ring with thh same letter in the last 
year's registration book and in the col- 
tunn headed 'remarks,' he shall write 
words 'Bpecially registered.' 
1 "The registration books shall be sent 
to the polls to be lused by the election 
officers to determine the right of any 
per&on to vote in the priniary. 

"Where a voter removes from one 
precinct to another, after, having reg- 
/itered for the last election, he may 
have his name cancelled on the last 
year's registration book by having 
written opposite his name the word' re- 
moved' in the column headed 're- 
marks,' and then he may be 'specially 
registerod" by the County Clerk, upon 
taken oalli that eh is qualified voter, 
or will be such on the day of the pri- 
mary, in the precinct of hia^ present 
residence. 

"A person removing from one city 
to another in a different county shall 
not be reqnired to have his registra- 
tion cancelled, but may be 'specially 
registered' upon making the sam^ affi- 
davit as above, viz., that he is a quali- 
fied voter, or will be such, on the day 
of the primary, in the precinct of his 
present residence." 

Under the law. before a person may 
vote he must have been a resident of 
the State a year, of the county six 
:.'.o;itIi;s and of the i)recinct sixty 
(lays. lu'nc<' j)"rs()iis who may havt> 
moved from one precinct to atiotluM- 
since the las; election, although they 
may live in saire ward, ni-ist be

profitable varieties to keep. These 
ducks are said to have come originally 
from the city of Rouen, in Normandy. 
It is known that large quantities of 
poultry are raised in Normandy, and 
while there may be no positive proof 
that these ducks came originally 
! from that city, large numbers of birds 
closely resembling them are to bo 
found in the market places tiiere. 
Some writers claim that the i^ame 
should be "Roan** owing to their 
color, but really the color itself does 
not support this contention. 

The Rouen duck is a fine market 
birdj but does not mature as early as 
does the Pekin or the -Aylesbury. The 
flesh is considered very delicate and 
the breed is acknowledged to be ex- 
cellent for table ptirposes, being easily 
fattened.

j The Rouen is undoubtedly closely 
related to the Mallard duck; its 
plumage alone would make good this ! 
belief. But the shape of the domesti- 
cated Rouen duck has been greatly 
I modified from ttiat of the wild Mal- 
j lard, the body is grown longer and 
heavier, with a tendency to drop down 
in the rear, the wings have lost the 
power of flight which the wild an- 
cestor possessed. The plumage, how> 
ever, remains almost me same. 
I Both the drake and duck clothed in 
I plumage attractive and pleasing to the 
eye, are as much fancier's fowls as any 
j of the varieties of chickens, yet they 
are of much value as market birds. 
The only objection to them, aside from 
their slow maturing qualities, is that 
of dark pinfeathera. This should Qot 
stand against them any more than it j 
does against the many valuable varie- 
ties of chickens that have dark plum- 
age and dark pinfeathers. To the far> 
mer who intends raising ducks for 
market purposes they are tp be recom- 
monded. 



Second Experimental Station Located 
at Beltsville, Md.— Managed 
Upon Practical Linea.

PLACE PACKAGE TAX 

ON BLCNDED WHISKY. 



An additional revenue tax which it 
is estimated will net the government 
an extra million a year, is to be im- 
posed on rectifiers and blenders of, 
and wholesale dealers in whisky, 
This proposed tax was affixed to the 
Tariff Bill by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee Friday, and provides that the 
dealers affected must, in the future, 
pay for the affixed to each package 
of whisky make up in their establish- 
ments. At present the Government 
supplies the package stamps free of 
charge. 

The finance Conunittee has provided 
a charge of 25 cents per itamp on 

every package of whisky made up 

after the passage of the current Thrift 

Bill. Straight whisky made by distil- 
lers is not affected by the amendment. 

Whatever the size of the package 
only one stamp Is required, however. 
The minimum weight of such packages 
as prescribed by law is five gallons, 
which limitation autOBtatieally ex- 
empts liquor dealers.

—The quality of the wheat cop, 
now b^ng threshed in Woodford 
is excellent, the grain testing from 60 
to 63 pounds per acre.

The skimmed milk should al- 
ways be f( il warm, 90 to 100 degrees 
or blood heat being about right. 

The bucket from which the calf is 
fed should be washed and scalded af- 
ter each feeding. The use of filthy 
slop buckets and unclean and sonr 
milk will surely re enlt in vathiifty 
calves an4 hi a great deal of treetla 
with aeom. 

Within thiee or fBV weAa tte calf 
will bestai to eat bran aai ahettiA 
com, and will nibMe at haty. ▲ aaMdl 
amount of these materials ahoaU 
therefore be provided. Good *dean- 
clover or alfalfa hay E;ives the best 
results. Care should be taken not to 
give too much grain. A safe rule ia 
to give a little less than the calf will 
clean up. 

At the age of ten or twelve weeks, 
if a good pasture is available, the 
calf will be able to get a living from 
grass. When this is the case thn 
skimmed milk will be withdrawn. Care 
should be taken at this time to avoid 
stunting the calf and enough grain 
should be given to keep it in a thrifty 
growing condition, bvl ftt. 

Teaddng the ealf to Mnk out of a 
bucket reqnlrea a Httie patieaoe. 
Gently back the calf into a corned of 
the Stan, stand astride the yoangrter, 
wet the fingers in milk and tet the 
calf get a taste of the milk. Then 
gently lower the hand into the pail, 
the calf meanwhile sucking the fing- 
ers. Allow it to continue sucking the 
hand and it will meanwhile be suck- 
ing or drinking the milk. Then gently 
remove the hand and the calf will 
continue to drink the milk. Some- 
times it is necessary to allow the calf 
to go 24 hours without food before it 
will allow itself to be fed trsM itm 
bucket. 

Teaehhig the calf to eat grain may 
be aecon^lished by daubing a little 
bran on the nose after it has finished 
drinking lU mUk. In licking this off 
it will learn to eat the feeC n uun 
quanUty^of which shonU he pl%esd 
before it It will leam to , eat hay 
wtthant any special c a eo urag e yeH
